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Summary of Contents. 





Our Overseas Trade in June. (Page 32.) 

In comparison with both the preceding month 
and the corresponding one of last year values of 
United Kingdom imports and exports in June show 
a considerable decline. For the first six months of 
1929, however, imports are but little under and 
exports are moderately above those of a year ago. 
A decided shrinkage in re-exports is revealed for the 
half-year. 





British Trade with Norway. (Page 33.) 

Whether British manufacturers have benefited 
from the increased volume of Norwegian import 
trade since 1926 it is difficult to decide, writes Mr. 
C. L. Paus, British Commercial Secretary at Oslo, 
in his Report for 1927-28 on Economic Conditions in 
Norway. Some importers, he adds, complain that 
British prices are too high and others that British 
goods are old-fashioned, but practically all agree that 
British exporters pay too little attention to market 
requirements. 





Wholesale Prices in June. (Page 34.) 

After the fall in values which took place in April 
and May, wholesale prices showed little further 
change in June, the index number being returned at 
81-6. The figure for May was 81-7 and for June of 
last year 85°8. 





Import Trade of Dominican Republic. (Page 41.) 
While the United States naturally leads in the 
supply of merchandise to the Dominican Republic, it 
is interesting to note that British India displaced Ger- 
many from second place last year. The United 
Kingdom was fourth, and Canada sixth. 





Shipping Movements in May. (Page 43.) 

As in the preceding month, all-round increases are 
shown for May, when compared with the fifth month 
of last year, in the inward and outward movements 
of shipping at United Kingdom ports. The advance 
in the tonnage of departures with cargo was over 
10 per cent. 





Merchant Navies of the World. (Page 46.) 


We give some notes on the 1929-30 edition of 
‘" Lloyd’s Register of Shipping.’’ The countries 
showing the largest increases during the twelve 
months ended with June were Germany, Great 
Britain and Ireland and Norway. On the other 
hand, the United States and Italian shipping showed 
a decrease.

REVIEW OF BRITISH MALAYAN TRADE: TIN

In the table on page 16 of the recently issued 
Review of the Trade of British Malaya in 1928, by Mr. 
L. B. Beale, C.B.E., H.M. Trade Commissioner, the 
production of tin for 1928 is given as 99,052 tons. 

It should be noted that this figure represents total 
exports of tin from British Malaya, both smelted from 
ore produced in Malaya and ore imported from other 
tin-producing areas. 

The actual production of locally mined tin ore in 
terms of metal for the year 1928 was 64,459 tons, and 
this is the figure which should be read in conjunction 
with those given in the table for 1923-27 inclusive. 





SIERRA LEONE PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Sierra Leone 
reports that during April last imports of cotton piece- 
goods into Sierra Leone were valued at £20,406. The 
piece-goods consisted of bleached, £5,792, of which the 
United Kingdom supplied £5,695; coloured, £6,072 
(U.K., £5,131); dyed, £3,988 (U.K., £3,231); grey, 
£411 (U.K., £392) ; and printed, £4,143 (U.K., £3,891).

Imports, exports, and re-exports of imported goods 
all suffered a substantial dceline in value during last 
month as compared with the preceding month or with 
June, 1928. 

In the case of total in:ports, the value recorded for 
June was nearly 8 per cent. less than in the corre- 
sponding month of 1928, the decline being due to de- 
creases of £6,188,000 in the food, drink, and tobacco 
class, and £1,985,000 in the raw materials class. A 
small advance was recorded in respect of imported 
manufactured articles as compared with a year ago. 
As regards the decrease in total imports last month 
compared with May, 1929, it must be remembered 
that imports in the months immediately following 
March usually show a seasonal decline, and this 
appears to have been delayed in the current year; total 
imports during January-May, 1929, were in excess of 
the imports during the corresponding months of 1928 
by £74 million, so that, notwithstanding the relatively 
iuw level of imports registered last month, the value 
of the total imports during the first half of the present 
year differed little from that recorded for the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. 

Exports of United Kingdom goods fell to an excep- 
tionally low level last month. It may be noted, how- 
ever, that the total for the second quarter of the year 





was £177,574,000 this year, £173,295,000 last year, 
and £171,868,000 in 1927. To some extent the low 
figures of June may be the effect of variations in the 
promptitude with which, at different times, the returns 
of exports are furnished to the Customs authorities 
and of the changes in dates of public holidays. In 
comparison with a year ago, the falling-off in June was 
almost entirely due to a decrease of £9,642,000 in the 
value of the exports of manufactured articles; in com- 
parison with May, 1929, it will be seen that decreases 
of serious importance were also recorded in the 
food, drink, and tobacco class and the raw matcrials 
class. Exports of United Kingdom goods during the 
expired six months of the year show a small increase 
(£34 million) over the exports in the first half of 1928, 
advances being recorded in the raw materials class and 
the food, drink, and tobacco class, and a small decline 
being registered for manufactured articles. 

Exports of imported merchandise in June were 8 per 
cent. less than in May and 16 per cent. less than in 
June, 1928. Re-exports of manufactured articles were 
greater last month than in either of these earlier 
months, but relatively heavy decreases were recorded 
in respect of both the food, drink, and tobacco class 
and the raw materials class. Comparing the first half 
of 1929 with the firet half of 1928, it will be seen that 
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there was a decrease in re-exports of £6,924,000, which 
was more than accounted for by a decline of 
£7,212,000 in raw materials re-exported. 


The visible excess of imports over exports of mer- 
chandise amounted to £31,989,000 last month, as com- 
pared with £28,426,000 a year ago, while in the first 
six months of 1929 it amounted to £185,474,000, or 
£2,952,000 more than in the corresponding months of 
1928. 





NORWAY. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND THE 
IMPORT MARKET. 


On the whole it is felt that progress has been made on 
the way to recovery, and commerce and industry are 
disposed to regard the future with greater confidence, 
though no rapid or striking improvement is looked for, 
writes Mr. C. L. Paus, C.B.E., British Commercial 
Secretary at Oslo, in his *Report for 1927-28 on 
Economic Conditions in Norway. 


Difficulties connected with municipal finance and the 
heavy burden of taxation necessitated by the public 
debt are apparently the most serious obstacles still to 
be surmounted. Direct taxation to the State was re- 
duced by 10 per cent. last year, but no. further reduc- 
tion seems likely at present and municipal taxes are as 
onerous as ever. Under existing conditions the accu- 
mulation of capital is scarcely possible. 


Stringency of the money market has continued, and 
traders have persisted in their policy of hand-to-mouth 
purchase. Cheap qualities of goods are in demand, as 
the spending capacity of consumers is reduced. Reduc- 
tions of wage rates in 1927 and in 1928 conduced to a 
better degree of employment, but employers claim that 
the cost of labour is still 15 to 20 per cent. above the 
international level. After serious disputes in the spring 
of 1927, and an illegal strike in 1928, a noteworthy im- 
provement is recorded in the relations between em- 
ployers and workpeople. 


While certain branches of export industry increased 
their output in 1928 and operated on a more remunera- 
tive basis, home industries—with the exception of the 
engineering trades, which emerged from their long de- 
pression—appeared more sensitive than before to the 
influences of deflation. It is recognised that scientific 
methods of organisation and marketing are called for 
and some progress in this direction has been achieved. 
The investment of foreign capital in Norwegian industry 
has proceeded on a considerable scale. Farmers fared 
better, but their position remains very difficult. 


The fishing population received extremely low prices 
for their catch in 1927, and, although the market ad- 
vanced in 1928, they do not appear to be much better 
off than before. Curers and middlemen, on the other 
hand, improved their position considerably. In spite of 
a record catch in 1926-27, whaling companies had an 
unsatisfactory season owing to the rise of the krone and 
a fallin prices. In 1927-28 the catch was even greater, 
and profits were made which led to an unprecedented 
expansion of the industry, in some cases with the aid 
of British capital. During the past winter the yield 
of oil was far in excess of all previous records, but the 
hazards of whaling are notorious. The tonnage of the 
merchant fleet has continued to increase through the 
acquisition of large motor vessels. The gross earnings 
of shipping were, however, rather lower than in 1926, 
and profits, if any, were usually small.

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FOREIGN TRADE BALANCE. 


The value of imports in 1927 was 10-6 per cent. less 
and that of exports 15-6 per cent. smaller than in 1926; 
the volume of both imports and exports increased, viz., 
by 10-4 per cent. and 2-5 per cent. respectively. Import 
prices fell rather more than export prices, but the level 
of the latter remained lower than that of the former 
owing to the weakness of the market for Norway’s fish 
products. That the volume of imports increased more 
than exports was ascribed to the difficulty of adjust- 
ing the cost of production in Norway to the higher inter- 
national value of Norwegian currency. 


The value of imports during the first nine months of 
1928 was about 6-7 per cent. greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927, while that of exports was about 
1-5 per cent higher. For the twelve months the value 
of imports was, however, only about 3-7 per cent. 
greater and that of exports was about 0°4 per cent. less 
than in 1927. So far as volume is concerned, the index 
figures from January to September, 1928, show an im- 
crease of both imports and exports as compared with 
the first nine months of 1927: it was greatest in the 
case of imports, where it amounted to 7-6 per cent., 
while exports increased by 3:2 per cent. As regards 
imports, whereas 1927 was characterised by a strong 
rise in the volume of commodities intended for general 
consumption—which was maintained in 1928—there 
has been an equally marked increase since the autumn 
of 1927 in the volume of goods destined for productive 
purposes. 


Import TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDoM. 


Whether British manufacturers have benefited from 
the increased volume of import trade it is difficult to 
decide, but, states Mr. Paus, importers seem to be of 
opinion that the answer is in the negative. Some com- 
plain that British prices are too high, others that 
British goods are old-fashioned, but practically all agree 
that British exporters pay too little attention to the re- 
quirements of a market which, if they will provide what 
is wanted on the same terms as foreign competitors, is 
often prepared to give them the preference. 


A slight improvement was noted in the demand for 
textiles in 1927, but 1928 was characterised by depres- 
sion, owing to the general shortage of money and the 
cold summer. The demand for new supplies was, 
therefore, restricted and buyers were extremely careful 
in placing orders, while the cheaper qualities of goods 
were in request. Wholesalers found it difficult to col- 
lect accounts from retailers, among whom there were 
many bankruptcies, and their own ability to make 
prompt payments suffered correspondingly, but an im- 
provement in this respect is now reported. 


The proportion of the textile trade secured by the 
United Kingdom has probably diminished, and Norwe- 
gian representatives of British manufacturers complain 
that unwillingness on the part of their principals to 
conform to the requirements of the market is a source 
of considerable embarrassment. Reference is made to 
fancy cotton goods especially. A greater adaptability 
in this respect is displayed by competitors, and Czecho- 
slovakia, in particular, is stated to have made marked 
progress in the sale of both cotton and woollen manu- 
factures. Purchasing power is still low, and the imme- 
diate outlook is not considered very bright. 


The state of the trade in machinery, tools and engin- 
eering supplies continued very low in 1927, but an im- 
provement took place in 1928 as a consequence of orders 
placed with engineering concerns by the Norwegian 
nitrate works and increased activity in the shipbuild- 
ing industry. There is stated to be a moderate demand 
for medium class machine tools and small tools, which 
are imported mainly from Germany. The share in the 
trade obtained by the United Kingdom seems to be 
small, since British prices are found too high and 
British models are often considered out of date. 

The depression which had for so long been a feature 
of the market for iron and steel continued practically 
unaltered until the autumn of 1927, when a slight im- 
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provement in the engineering industry was followed by 
a somewhat brisker demand. This was met, so far as 
the usual commercial mild steel was concerned, mainly 
by Belgian and French mills, Germany being occupied 
with home orders. In 1928 a marked advance was made 
owing to large contracts placed with native workshops 
by Norsk Hydro-Elektrisk Kvelstofaktieselskab, the 
activity of yards catering for the whaling industry and 
the increasing volume of work secured by Norwegian 
shipbuilders. Except as regards shipbuilding materials, 
of which the consumption had increased, the demand 
for iron and steel seemed in the early part of 1929 to 
maintain about the same level as last year. 


Mild steel bars and plates were purchased, as usual, 
from Germany, Belgium and France, orders being given 
to the United Kingdom only when delivery at short 
notice was required. A similar movement was re- 
corded in the demand for non-ferrous metals. The Nor- 
wegian mills did a large proportion of the trade, and 
benefited by an import duty imposed last year on brass 
and copper tubes as a defence against undue competi- 
tion from Sweden and Germany. The amount of busi- 
ness secured by British manufacturers was small. 
Imports of tinplates from the United Kingdom in- 
creased in 1927, but dropped considerably last year 
owing to the failure of the brisling fisheries and compe- 
tition from the Norwegian mills. 

The hardware trade remained very depressed in 1927, 
but a somewhat better tone was observed at the end 
of the year and persisted in 1928. Demand was, how- 
ever, limited to current requirements. Many im- 
porters incurred losses on their turnover. Norwegian 
products, particularly aluminium ware, and wood and 
machine screws, were given preference whenever it 
was possible. The importation of British stainless cut- 
lery was reported to be increasing. 


The amalgamation in the British heavy chemical in- 
dustry has enabled it to compete successfully with the 
Continent so far as prices are concerned, and, since the 
quality of British chemicals is also competitive, the 
marketing of such goods seems to become more and 
snore the subject of international agreement. Prices 
are comparatively stable, and importers are accustomed 
to place long term contracts for shipment as required. 
The trading outlook for 1929 is normal and satisfactory. 

The trade in colonial produce proceeded on compara- 
tively normal lines. A further reduction in turnover 
was attributed to diminished consumption and, as the 
competition between merchants is very keen, trading 
results were in many cases considered unsatisfactory. 
Sources of supply were the same as in previous years. 
The quantity of sugar imported from the United King- 
dom was perhaps somewhat greater, but it remained 
comparatively insignificant in relation to the total re- 
quirements of the country. 


As stated elsewhere in Mr. Paus’s Report (see ‘‘Agri- 
culture—The Grain and Flour Trade ’’) the State mono- 
poly of the trade in imported grain and flour, which 
was cancelled on Ist July, 1927, was again to come into 
force on Ist July, 1929. During the period of free im- 
ports there was a considerable increase in the quantity 
of wheaten flour purchased from the United Kingdom, 
but Canada was the chief source of supply. Rye was 
imported from Germany and the United States. It is 
unticipated that, with the reintroduction of the mono- 
poly, less wheaten flour and more wheat will be im- 
ported, as the Norwegian mills have increased their 
wheat-grinding capacity. The demand for feeding stuffs 
was comparatively good in both 1927 and 1928, and 
was somewhat greater in 1928 than in the preceding 
year. There was also a good market for fertilisers in 
both years, with a slight increase in 1928. Purchases 
from sources within the British Empire are stated to 
have been small. Demand is expected to improve. The 
importation of timothy, clover and root seed is pro- 
hibited, but licences are readily granted to import 
timothy and clover seed from Sweden and root seed 
from the United Kingdom and Denmark. English and 
Scotch root seed has given complete satisfaction.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN JUNE. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


After the fall in values which took place in April 
and May, wholesale prices in June, as measured at the 
Board of Trade, showed little change on balance as 
compared with the preceding month. There was ¢ 
reduction in the general index of 0-1 per cent., the 
index numbers for the two months being 81°6 and 81-7 
respectively (1924=100). Food cheapened by an 
average of 0-1 per cent. and industrial materials by 
0-2 per cent. The averages for cereals and meat and 
fish fell by 1-0 and 1°6 per cent. respectively, while 
that for miscellaneous foods rose by 271 per cent. 
Among industrial materials the group averages for iron 
and steel and for other metals and minerals each 
showed a rise of 0-2 per cent., and that for the mis- 
cellaneous group a rise of 0-1 per cent. Cotton 
materials cheapened by an average of 0-7 per cent. and 
other textile materials by 1:7 per cent. 

The index number for all articles was 82-2 for the 
June and 83°6 for the March quarter.

Prices of most of the cereals showed lower averages 
for June than for May, although wheat and barley 
quotations were, in certain cases, as high at the end 
of June as at the beginning of May. The “ Gazette 
average ’’ for British wheat was 9s. lld. per cwt. at 
the beginning of May and 9s. 10d. per cwt. at the end 
of June. The price of Northern Manitoba wheat on 
the London market rose from 48s. per 496 lbs. ex ship 
at the end of May to 45s. per 496 Ibs. at the end of 
June. Rosafé wheat rose in price from 7s. 84d. to 
8s. 7d. per 100 lbs. (spot quotations at Liverpool) 
during the same period. The three descriptions of 
flour included were on the average nearly 2 per cent. 
cheaper in June than in May. The “ Gazette 
average ’’ for British barley showed a rise from 10s. 
per cwt. at the end of May to 10s. 3d. per cwt. on 
8th June, with a drop to 9s. 4d. per cwt. at the end of 
the month. Californian malting barley became 
cheaper during June, and lower average prices were 
recorded for oats, maize and rice. Scotch and English 
beef and mutton became dearer, while Argezitine 
chilled and irozen beef and New Zealand lamb became 
cheaper. English pork, which averaged 107s. 11d. per 
cwt. at the end of May, cheapened to 98s. 7d. per cwt. 
at the end of June. The price of Wiltshire bacon, 
smoked, fell by 4s. to 142s. per ewt. at the beginning 
of June, and that of Irish green bacon by 2s. to 134s. 
per cwt. on 12th June. American green bacon also 
showed a fall in price during June, but the quotations 
for Danish green bacon showed an advance of 4s. to 
122s. per cwt. at the end of the month. Irish and 
Danish eggs became dearer, while the quotations for 
the four descriptions of fish included showed a fall of 
about 44 per cent.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has received cabled advice from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that the follow- 
ing quantities of South African produce Were shipped 
to various United Kingdom ports during the week 
ended 29th June :—Wool, grease, 2,876 bales, scoured, 
361 bales; mohair, 81 bales; hides, wet, 1,584 bales, 
dry, 855 bales; sheepskins, 729 bales; goatskins, 141 
bales; ostrich feathers, 2 cases; buchu, 5 lbs.; ground- 
nuts, 123 bags; cigarettes and tobacco, 1 case each; 
tobacco, leaf, 10 bales; maize, 7,901 bags; maize meal, 
9,251 bags; chop, 7,376 bags; lucerne meal, 700 bags; 
and grits, 1,770 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of citrus fruit were 
despatched on 28th June:—Oranges, 45,939; grape 
fruit, 3,548; lemons, 12; naartjes, 3,941; and pines, 
621. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau in London state that exports of cocoa from Gold 
Coast Colony in June totalled 8,263 tons. This com- 
pares with 10,527 tons in the previous month and 
5,420 tons in June, 1928. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND Monsoon. 


Calcutta, 8th July.—During the week ended 7th 
July rainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma, 
Malabar and the Konkan on six days; in Assam and 
Mysore on four days; in Bengal and Chota Nagpur on 
three days; in the West Central Provinces and Bihar 
on two days; and in Hyderabad, North Konkan, East 
Rajputana, Orissa, Kast and North Punjab, the Madras 
Deccan, the United Provinces, North Hyderabad and 
Berar on one day. There were only local or few falls 
of rain elsewhere. 


TRADE NOTES—Continued. 


The monsoon was strong along the West Coast and 
in Bengal, weakened in Lower Burma, and was active 
in Assam and the central parts of the country. 





CROPS. 


Bihar and Orissa, 1st July.—Rainfall was fairly 
general throughout, being heavy in Shahabad, Saran 
and Monghyr and in parts of Gaya, Champaran, 
Darbhanga, Purnea, Santal Perganas and Hazaribagh, 
and light to moderate elsewhere. More rain is needed 
in Cuttack and Palamau for agricultural operations. 
Standing crops generally are doing well. In the Feu- 
datory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather 
was sensonable; the condition of sugarcane is good. 

Bombay, 6th July.—Rainfall was rather excessive 
in Kanara and Konkan, where it has retarded rice 
transplanting, and in the Khandesh and the Deccan, 
where it has necessitated cotton re-sowing in some 
places. In West Ahmedabad, Eastern Panchmahals, 
Gujrat, South Deccan and East Karnatik rainfall 
generally was deficient, and more is needed for the 
completion of kharif sowings. More rain is also needed 
in North Konkan for rice transplantation; elsewhere 
rainfall was good; all agricultural operations are pro- 
gressing well and seeds are germinating satisfactorily. 
In Sind the position is rather unsatisfactory, as no 
rain has fallen and the level of the river is low; insects 
are damaging young crops in parts. 

Bengal, 3rd July.—Rainfall generally was light to 
moderate, and more is needed, especially in parts of 
West Bengal, for the transplantation of winter seed- 
lings. Prospects for standing crops are generally satis- 
factory except in parts of East Bengal, where crops 
have been damaged by floods. 

Punjab, 1st July.—Rainfall was light in parts except 
Hissar, Montgomery, Jhang, Multan, Muzaffargarh 
and Dera Ghazi Khan. The rains have been useful for 
standing crops, which are generally average to good, 
but have been damaged by winds in parts of Shahpur. 
Cotton has been damaged by insects in parts of Karnal 
and Lyallpur and by dust storms in parts of Multan. 

Assam, 8th July.—The weather was _ indifferent. 
The Government is taking active measures to help dis- 
tressed people in the flood-affected districts of Cachar, 
Sylhet and Nowgong with rice restoring cultivation in 
those areas. Crop prospects are generally fair else- 
where. 





MARKING OF EGGS IN NETHERLANDS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, with a view to preventing the 
shipment to the United Kingdom of foreign eggs as 
Dutch produce, an Act has been passed prohibiting the 
importation into the Netherlands of chicken’s and 
ducks’ eggs unless they are marked in indelible ink, in 
lettering at least 2 mm. high, with the name of the 
country of origin. The prohibition does not apply to 
eggs in transit, provided that the packing, which must 
not be opened or changed, is marked by the Nether- 
lands Customs or Excise officials.

FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 
According to a recent supplement to the “ F.M.S. 


Government Gazette,” the aggregate value of the trade 
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of the Federated Malay States during the year under 
review was 469,996,953 dollars, a decrease of 46,089,844 
dols., or 8-93 per cent. as compared with 1927. Imports 
and exports (including re-exports) last year reached a total 
of 191,473,471 dols. and 278,523,482 dols., showing a 
favourable trade balance of 87,050,011 dols., whereas in 1927 
the position was as follows: imports, 176,161,194 dols., 
exports, 339,925,603 -dols., a favourable trade balance of 
163,764,409 dols.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-FEBRUARY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has forwarded a 
statement which shows that for the first two months of the 
current year the values of home consumption imports and 
domestic exports were respectively £1,597,483 and 
£1,148,534. The comparable figures for the corresponding 
months of last year were: imports £1,349,977 and exports 
£1,221,519. With regard to the exports the value of 
Kenya’s share was £711,071 and Uganda’s £437,463, com- 
paring with £886,649 and £334,870 respectively in the 
same period of 1928. 

The largest contributor of the imports was Great 
Britain, whose share amounted to £570,!19, or 36 per cent. 
of the total (£465,900, or 35 per cent. in January- 
February, 1928), next in order of importance being the 
United States, £200,643, or 13 per cent. (£170,965, or 13 
per cent.), India, £162,561, or 10 per cent. (£167,912, or 
12 per cent.); Holland, £99,210, or 6 per cent (£96,465, 
or 7 per cent.); Japan, £81,075, or 5 per cent. (£75,583, 
or 6 per cent.); and Germany, £73,423, or 5 per cent. 
(£58,304, or 4 per cent.). 

It should be noted that these imports exclude Govern- 
ment goods and specie, also produce of Tanganyika Terri- 
tory, which in the period under review amounted to 
£115,783 (£108,975) intended for subsequent re-exporta- 
tion.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN 1928. 
(From the British Charge d’ Affaires.) 
SANTO DOMINGO. 
Economic and commercial conditions in the Dominican 
Republic are mainly dependent on the state of crops and 
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the foreign market prices for the agricultural products ex- 
ported. The total value of exports in 1928 was 28,754,528 
dollars (United States currency), a decrease of 2,424 241 
dols. on 1927. It is natural to find a corresponding decrease 
in imports; the total in 1928 was 26,787,940 dols., which 
was 996,074 dols. less than 1927. 

While imports during 1928 were less than in 1927 they 
were, however, greater than in 1925 and 1926. The gpm 
States came first with goods valued at 16,374,100 dols., 
61-12 per eent. of the total, as against 17,772,254 rm or 
64 per cent. in 1927. British India was second (Germany 
was second in 1927) with 1,437,809 dols. (5-37 per cent.), 
made up almost entirely of rice and jute bags. Germany 
was third with 1,400,082 dols. (5-23 per cent.), followed by 
the United Kingdom with 1,304,497 dols. (4:87 per cent.), 
France 807,379 dols. (3 per cent. ), Canada, 674,948 dols. 
(2-52 per cent.), Siam, 533,804 dols. (2 per cent.), and Italy, 
507,039 dols. (1-89 per cent.). The remainder was divided 
in order of importance between the Dutch West Indies, 
Holland, Denmark, Spain, Belgium, French Indo-China, 
Japan, Perto Rico, etc. 

As usual, cotton and cotton manufacturers were the 
largest single item of imports, having a declared value of 
3,044,759 dols., of which the United States supplied 73 per 
cent., while the United Kingdom occupied second place 
with 15 per cent. Rice was the second largest import, 
valued at 1,991,489 dols., of which British India supplied 
34 per cent. and Siam 27 per cent. Machinery and 
apparatus came third, being valued at 1,868,373 dols., of 
which the United States supplied 91 per cent. Imports of 
petrol were valued at 1,118,116 dols., or 213,344 dols. more 
than 1927. The United States supplied 59 per cent., the 
Dutch West Indies 30 per cent. and the British West 
Indies 10 per cent. of the petrol. Automobile imports were 
valued at 1,042,920 dols. (355,929 dols. more than 1927). 
Practically all cars imported came from the United States. 
Imports of wheat flour were valued at 917,240 dols., of 
which the United States supplied 92 per cent. and Canada 
the remainder. Imports of jute bags were valued at 
869,575 dols., British India supplying 84 per cent. thereof. 
Those of wrought iron and steel, mostly construction 
material, were valued at 722,529 dols.; the United States 
supplied 75 per cent. Other imports included lard 
(705,536 dols.), silk (655,599 dols.), boots and _ shoes 
(552,190 dols.), chemicals and drugs (540,044 dols.).

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OtrHer Sources or IMPORTS. 


Imports from Ireland last year were valued at 148,943 
dols., as compared with 111,295 dols. in 1927, while the 
United States supplied 16,374,110 dols., as against 
17,772,254 dols. Relatively large increases were recorded 
by British India, Canada, Siam, French Indo-China, 
France, China and the Dutch West Indies, while large de- 
creases were shown by the United States, Porto Rico, Ger- 
many, Holland and Belgium. In 1927, 63-97 per cent. of the 
imports were from the United States: in 1928 only 61-12 
per cent., while in the same period imports from the United 
Kingdom had increased from 5-16 per cent. to 5-36 per 
cent. 

Export TRADE. 

The Customs classification mentions England, Scotland 
and Ireland separately and the figures for the United King- 
dom given under the heading of imports have been arrived 
at by adding together England and Scotland and exclud- 
ing Ireland. Where exports are concerned, however, Ire- 
land is being included. A large proportion of British ships 
carrying cargo to Europe sail to ‘‘ Queenstown for orders.” 
Under the Customs classification these would appear as 
exports to Ireland, whereas, in fact, probably only a small 
proportion is actually disembarked in the Irish Free State. 

Of the total exports in 1928 (28,754,528 dols.), 12,790,850 
dols. were consigned to the United Kingdom; 6,516,963 dols. 
to the United States; 2,848,677 dols. to France; 1,828,189 
dols to Canada; 1,516,440 dols. to Porto Rico; 740,873 dols. 
to Germany; and 615,311 dols. to Italy.

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people drowned, mostly through errors of judgment. Seed 
crops were destroyed. 

There was, however, no ‘ catastrophe,’’ and it is antici- 
pated that most of the crops this year will be as good as 
in previous years; some have been improved; those that 
have been injured are not seriously so, and except for the 
repaired road there is no sign that floods have occurred. 

The valley of the Cibao is extremely fertile, but is poorly 
cultivated. The people are lacking in energy and initia- 
tive, and there are few attempts at intensive culture. 
Some crops could be produced four times a year, but only 
in rare instances is this accomplished. There are agricul- 
tural schools and stations, but there are no signs that 
agriculturists use the knowledge which presumably can be 
obtained from them. Irrigation canals have been built by 
the National Government, but there is little individual 
effort to use available water. The soil and climate seems 
to be suitable for the growing of corn, and public interest 
has been aroused by reports that an American company 
intends to extend its operations to this country. 





FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-MAY. 
(from the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first five 
months of 1929 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 25,475 million francs, as against 21,570 million frs. in 
the first five months of 1928, an increase of 3,905 million 
frs., or about 18 per cent., and that of exports to 20,378 
million frs., as against 21,039 million frs., a decrease of 
661 million frs., or 3 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 1,155 million frs., of raw 
materials by 1,741 millien frs., and of manufactured articles 
by 1,008 million frs., or nearly 35 per cent. Exports of 
foodstuffs fell by 138 million frs., of raw materials by 204 
million frs., and of manufactured articles by 319 million frs. 

During the first five months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 5,097 
million frs., whereas during the first five months of 1928 
the unfavourable balance was only 531 million frs. The 
improvement recorded in the last three months was not 
maintained in May, since the adverse balance was 1,102 
million frs., the highest figure reached in any month this 
year except January, when it stood at 1,471 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in the first five months of the 
year totalled 23,289,000 tons, as against 19,715,000 tons, an 
increase of 3,574,000 tons, or about 18 per cent.; exports 
amounted to 15,691,000 tons, as against 16,565,000 tons, a 
decrease of 874,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs rose by 
823,000 tons, of raw materials by 2,440,000 tons, and of 
manufactured articles by 311,000 tons, or about 60 per 
cent. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 167,000 tons and of raw 
materials by 761,000 tons, but, in spite of the fall in value, 
those of manufactured articles rose by 54,000 tons. 





POLAND. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN APRIL. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
imports and exports during April last amounted in value 
to 321,140,000 zloty and 214,319,000 zloty, an excess in value 
of the former over the latter of 106,821,000 zloty. The trade

UNITED KINGDOM. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN MAY. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during May, 1929, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 6,686,000 tons, an increase of 3-2 per cent. 
as compared with the corresponding total for May, 1928. 
Increases were recorded in the arrivals with cargo from 
Northern Europe, Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
countries, and the Atlantic coast of North America, while 
decreases were recorded in the arrivals with cargo from 
West and South Africa, Australia, West Indies and Central 
America. The British arrivals with cargo increased by 
13,000 tons, or 0-3 per cent., the German arrivals increased 
by 50,000 tons, or 27-6 per cent., and the American arrivals 
by 51,000 tons, or 14:0 per cent. The Dutch arrivals with 
cargo decreased by 18,000 tons, or 6-2 per cent. Of the net 
tonnage of arrivals with cargo 68-4 per cent. was British, 
as compared with 70-4 per cent. in May, 1928. The arrivals 
in ballast in the foreign trade during the month of May 
were 263,000 tons, or 6:7 per cent., greater than they were 
in May, 1928, and amounted to 4,215,000 net tons. The 
British arrivals in ballast increased by 204,000 tons, or 
7-9 per cent., and the Norwegian tonnage increased by 
22,000 tons, or 20-4 per cent. On the other hand, the 
French tonnage which arrived in ballast decreased by 
40,000 tons, or 14:4 per cent., and the United States 
tonnage decreased by 3,000 tons, or 8-8 per cent. 


Comparing the net tonnage of vessels that departed with 
cargo in the foreign trade during May, 1929, from ports 
of the United Kingdom with the corresponding figures for 
May of the previous year there was an increase of 673,000 
tons, or 10-4 per cent., the aggregate for May, 1929, being 
7,132,000 net tons. This improvement was distributed 
over most of the areas, the increases in respect of Northern 
Kurope, Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
countries, and the Atlantic coast of South America being 
most conspicuous. The few decreases were unimportant, 
the chief being that in respect of Central and Eastern 
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Mediterranean countries. The British tonnage increased 
by 451,000 tons, or 9-6 per cent., the Dutch tonnage in- 
creased by 14,000 tons, or 4-8 per cent., the French tonnage 
increased by 16,000 tons, or 6:2 per cent., and the United 
States tonnage increased by 25,000 tons, or 14:5 per cent. 
There were no decreases among the principal nationalities. 
Of the net tonnage of departures with cargo 72-0 per cent. 
was British, as compared with 72-5 per cent. in May, 1928. 
The net tonnage of the departures in ballast in the foreign 
trade during the month was 4,148,000 tons, an increase of 
205,000 tons, or 5:2 per cent., as compared with May of 
the previous year. The British tonnage increased by 
101,000 net tons, or 4-2 per cent., the German tonnag2 in- 
creased by 51,000 net tons, or 16-7 per cent., and the 
American tonnage increased by 40,000 net tons, or 17-8 per 
cent. The only decrease among the principal nationalities 
was that in respect of French tonnage, which was 17,000 
net tons, or 8-4 per cent., less than in May, 1928. 


Turning to the coasting trade and comparing the figures 
for May, 1929, with those for May, 1928, there were 
increases of 109,000 tons, or 5-5 per cent., in the arrivals 
with cargo, and 79,000 tons, or 4:0 per cent., in the 
departures with cargo. The arrivals in ballast increased 
by 226,000 net tons, or 9:7 per cent., and the departures in 
ballast increased by 183,000 net tons, or 7-9 per cent.

FataL ACCIDENTS TO SEAMEN. 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the crews 
of vessels registered in Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, that were reported 
during the month of May, 1929, was 35, of which 4 were 
caused by casualties to vessels. Four of these deaths from 
accidents were reported on sailing vessels. 





THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER BOOK FOR 1929-30. 


The new edition of Lloyd’s Register Book contains as 
usual very complete particulars of all the sea-going vessels 
of the world, of 100 tons aiid upwards, and in addition of 
the steel and iron vessels trading on the Great Lakes of 
North America. It thus includes a full record of about 
32,800 steamers, motorships and sailing vessels. These 
bulky volumes comprise also many lists of great practical 
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assigned to all sea-going vessels; shipbuilders and marine 
engineers in all countries; detailed particulars of dry and 
wet docks, ports, harbours, etc., in each country; tele- 
graphic and postal address of about 20,000 firms connected 
with shipping in all parts of the world; particulars of the 
speed of merchant vessels capable of 12 knots and upwards; 
particulars of deadweight and cubic capacities of cargo 
steamers and motorships; lists of bulk oil carriers; complete 
lists of shipowners and managers, with the names and 
tonnages of their respective vessels, etc. 

The section of the book which is perhaps of the greatest 
interest to the general public is that containing the statis- 
tical tables. Special attention is drawn to the notice at 
the commencement of the section, which defines -with pre- 
cision the bases on which the figures have been compiled. 
The following summary of some of the results which are to 
be obtained by an analysis of these tables, and by a com- 
parison with similar tables issued by Lloyd’s Register in 
previous years, will be found of interest. 


CLASSIFICATION OF VESSELS. 


The number and tonnage of existing vessels recorded in 
the new edition of the Register Book (including over 
760,000 tons of new ships afloat in course of classification) 
which are now or have been classed by the Society is 
15,486 of 42,116,071 tons. Practically all these vessels were 
built under the inspection of the Surveyors of Lioyd’s 
Register, the most convincing proof of the appreciation of

The preceding table shows that during the last twelve 
months there has been an increase in the steam and motor 
tonnage owned in the world of 1,247,980 tons, and a de- 
crease in the sailing tonnage of 128,327 tons, making a 
total world net increase of 1,119,652 tons; the net increase 
from June, 1927, to June, 1928, was 1,761,749 tons. The 
countries showing the largest increases are:—-Germany, 
315,301 tons; Great Britain and Ireland, 290,981 tons; and 
Norway, 256,286 tons. Amongst the principal maritime 
countries, only two show an appreciable decrease, viz. :— 
The United States, 151,380 tons, and Italy, 144,157 tons; 
in both cases this is due to the tonnage broken up since 
June, 1928, having been much higher than during the 
previous year.

The net addition during the 15 years 1914-1929 amounts to 
21 million tons, equal to 46} per cent. of the pre-war 
tonnage. It may be of interest to state that, during the 15 





years 1899-1914, the net increase was 24,526,000 tons, equal 
to over 117 per cent. of the steam tonnage in existence in 
1899. 


If a shorter period be taken for comparison it will be seen 
that, while during the five years 1909-1914 the world increase 
(8,931,000 tons) amounted to 243 per cent. of the tonnage 
owned in 1909, during the five vears June, 1924, to June, 
1929, the increase (4,893,000 tons) amounts to less than 8 per 
cent. of the world tonnage at June, 1924, the average yearly 
increase being only 1-6 per cent. 


As compared with 1914, the largest increases have taken 
place in the United States (9 million tons) and in Japan 
(2-5 million tons). Increases of over a million tons have also 
occurred in six other cases, namely, Italy (1,785,000 tons), 
Holland (1,460,000 tons), France (1,381,000 tons), Norway

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An analysis of the type of machinery now employed also 
shows that there are recorded in Lloyd’s Register Book 93 
vessels, with a total tonnage of 839,082 tons (included in the 
above-mentioned totals for turbine vessels), which are fitted 
with a combination of steam turbines and reciprocating 
engines. Another interesting particular is that in the case 
of 60 vessels with a tonnage of 259,467, a comparatively 
new system of propulsion has been adopted, viz. :—electric 
motors connected to the screw shaft, these motors being 
supplied with current from generators, which are driven 
either by steam turbines or oil engines. Of these vessels, 
47 of 197,025 tons are owned in the United States, includ- 
ing 3 vessels of over 20,000 tons each. 

Of the 29,612 steamers and motorships of 100 tons gross 
and upwards 3,561 are twin screw vessels and 124 have triple 
or quadruple screws. 

There are recorded in the new register book 3,787 steamers 
of 19,420,895 tons fitted for burning oil fuel, of which 829 
of 5,413,962 tons are registered in Great Britain and Ireland 
and 1,793 of 8,799,433 tons are registered in the United 
States. 

Less than 59} per cent. of the tonnage of the Merchant 
Marine now depends entirely upon coal, while in 1914 the 
percentage was nearly 89. It must, of course, be under- 
stood that oil is not always used in steamers fitted for 
burning oil fuel, as such installations can readily be re- 
placed by coal-burning fittings should it happen that oil be 
unobtainable or its price render‘it unprofitable. 

The tonnage of the 1,236 tankers, of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards, amounts to 6,987,922; 388 of 2,165,208 tons 
are registered in Great Britain and Ireland, and 381 of 
2,374,358 tons are registered in the United States. In addi- 
tion, there are 83,093 tons of tankers less than 1,000 tons 
each. The tonnage of trawlers and other fishing vessels and 
whalers amounts to 910,404 tons. An analysis of the vessels 
recorded in the Register Book shows that 362,841 tons repre- 
sent tugs and salvage vessels, and 791,679 tons steam barges, 
dredgers and similar craft, ferries, river vessels and vessels 
owned by municipal corporations or harbour authorities. 
Although few paddle vessels are now built, the total tonnage 
of such vessels in existence and recorded in Lloyd’s Register 
Book still amounts to 334,763 tons. It will thus be seen that, 
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without taking into account size, age or material, there are 
nearly 94 million tons of vessels which are not used for 
general cargo and passenger purposes. 


TONNAGE FOR GENERAL CARGO AND PASSENGER PURPOSES. 


If all the vessels of the types mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph be omitted, and disregarding also (a) vessels 
trading on the Great Lakes of North America, (b) wood 
vessels, (c) vessels of less than 5,000 tons gross, and (d) 
vessels over 25 years old (with the exception of a few which, 
although up to 30 years old, are still capable of a high 
speed) and presumably of less efficiency than more modern 
vessels, the following figures are obtained which indicate the 
relative position of the principal maritime countries of the 
world, as regards the larger ocean-going vessels available 
for general cargo and passenger purposes.

The above table shows the relatively high efficiency of the 
merchant fleet of Great Britain and Ireland, which, while 
comprising 30-19 per cent. of the world tonnage as recorded 
in the Register Book, has actually 38-42 per cent. of the 
more efficient ocean-going tonnage available for general 
cargo and passenger purposes. Considerable differences are 
also shown as regards three other countries, viz. :—Holland 
and Germany—which from percentages of 4-42 and 6-11 re- 
spectively of the total tonnage, rise to 6-13 and 7-89 per cent. 
of the larger ocean-going tonnage, and on the other hand 
Norway, which from 4-84 per cent. is reduced to 1-88 per 
cent.

Another table, most useful for the purpose of ascertaining 
the development of the merchant navies during the last 
thirty-five years, is table No. 10, which shows for each of 
the years 1895-1929 the number and the gross tonnage of 
the steamers and motorships, and of the sailing vessels, 
owned in the world, distinguishing also the principal mari- 
time countries. 


Table No. 14 shows the tonnage of steamers and motor- 
ships lost and broken up each year, from 1905 onwards. As 
regards losses, one point deserves special mention, and that 
is the considerable decrease in the percentage lost during the 
last five years as compared with other quinquennial periods 
in pre-war times. The average yearly percentage of steam 
tonnage lost during the years 1924-28 only amounts to 
0-70 per cent., while, for instance, during the years 1909-13 
the average was nearly 1-17 per cent. These figures may, of 
course, to some extent be influenced by the large amount of 
tonnage laid up during recent times. Of the total tonnage 
broken up during the six years 1923-1928 (4,727,000 tons) 
1,118,000 tons were registered in Great Britain and Ireland; 
1,579,000 tons in the United States; 585,000 tons in Italy; 
and 506,000 tons in France. Although the average percent- 
age of tonnage broken up during this period to the total 
tonnage owned is less for Great Britain and Ireland than 
for the tonnage owned abroad, this difference is easily 
accounted for by the fact that a considerable number of the 
older vessels are purchased from Great Britain and Ireland 
by other countries, the result being that while of the ton- 
nage now owned in Great Britain and Ireland less than 
17 per cent. consists of vessels of 20 years of age and above, 
the tonnage owned abroad comprises 29 per cent. of vessels 
20 years old and over.

SPAIN. 


CURRENCY, ETC., POLICY. 


The following is a translation of the salient features of an 
official communiqué (nota oficiosa) issued by the Spanish 
Government on the Report of the Commission on the Gold 
Standard and published in the Spanish Press on 30th June, 
1929 : — 


The Government consider that one of the most important 
causes of the present low value of the peseta is the marked in- 
equality in the trade balance of the country, and, to correct this, 
they propose to take certain measures, including the following :— 


(1) The organisation of a ‘‘ Patronato Nacional] "’ to stimu- 
late the consumption of national articles in those branches of 
production in which, unfortunately, the demand for foreign 
goods results in the sale of foreign, but not always superior, 
articles. This Patronato will be under the Presidency of the 
Council of Ministers, will be supplied with funds, and will be 
made up of representatives of the State and of the Spanish 
productive industries concerned, and will also enjoy ample 
facilities in order to inspect, denounce and punish abuses or 
infractions which may be committed. 


(2) The setting up of a Committee to regulate importa- 
tion, which will include in its scope all branches of import 
which can at present be considered as excessive or unneces- 
sary. The Com*aittee will deal particularly with the im- 
portation of machinery and plant used for public works con- 
trolled, subsidised, or paid for by State, Provincial, or 
Municipal authorities, making such imports subject to pre- 
vious authorisation, and endeavouring to increase to the 
utmost the productivity of the engineering industry which 
already exists in Spain. 


(3) The restriction of those importations which at present 
are only possible owing to the exceptionally low level of the 
Customs duties. 


(4) The stimulation of certain undeveloped productive 
branches of national economy which are capable of supplying 
to a large extent quantities of goods which are now imported 
—e.g., the cultivation of tobacco (upon which subject a 
regulation adding to the present facilities will shortly be 
issued); that of cotton; that of maize and of cereals in 
general ; the production of poultry and eggs, etc., etc. 


(5) A marked State protection for the re-establishment of 
the motor-car industry in Spain. 


Once again the Government is obliged to call attention to the 
fact that the new Customs tariff, which should come into force 
on Ist October, will be on the basis of lower rates for numerous 
articles, and of the maintenance of the status quo for nearly all 
the remaining articles. The purchases of foreign goods which 
many Spanish importers, in anticipation of events which will not 
come to pass, are seeking to make, are, therefore, quite uncalled 
for. Those who are acting in this manner will certainly suffer 
losses; but, in addition, they bring losses on the national 
economy, and make the monetary problem worse at a time of the 
year when the Spanish trade balance shows its worst aspect. 


The problem of Spanish costs of production has also occupied 
the careful attention of the Government. These costs must cer- 
tainly be reduced.................. The Ministries concerned, in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the Council, will adopt measures 
which appear best calculated to reduce costs when this is pos- 
sible, and, in any case, to prevent undue increases of costs. 


The Government have also decided, although provisionally, to 
control the nationalisation of foreign businesses and enterprises 
working in Spain, requiring previous official authorisation to be 
obtained in order to adjust the general economic convenience, 
which such nationalisations require, to the exceptional circum- 
stances through which the Spanish Valuta is passing. With this 
same object, the Government has ratified with full force the 
present regulations on monetary operations and movements of 
capital, and is disposed to impose the heaviest penalties on those 
banks and private business people who do not conform thereto. 


In the Ministerial discussions the arguments for and against 
the payment of Customs duties in gold have been considered, and, 
without prejudice to the application in due time of the measures 
proposed by the Commission on the Gold Standard, the Govern- 
ment have decided for the moment, and as a temporary measure 
to re-establish payment in silver, regulated according to the gold 
equivalent, of the whole of the Customs duties, the obligation to 
pay half of these duties in gold money or in gold bills being 
suppressed.* 


The Government have devoted special attention to the 
Budgetary situation of the State which, in its opinion, is one of 
definite and perfect solvency. The Budget surplus with which 
the ordinary Budget of 1928 was liquidated is conserved and con- 
solidated in the Budget for 1929, and induces the Government to 
continue to suppress little by little the extraordinary Budget, by 
passing its charges to the ordinary Budget, until in 1930 only 
the development services (de Fomento) will appear in the extra- 
ordinary Budget. The Government will take special care not to 
enter into new works and services distinct from those provided

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for in the present Budgets, and, as in the past, will take ad- 
vantage of all suitable opportunities to reduce public expenditure 
without detriment to-the national interests. 

Apart from all these measures, the Government have adopted 
certain others which it would be indiscreet to publish, and, as a 
result, hope for a positive and fruitful result in the improve- 
ment of the peseta and the disappearance of the crisis through 
which the national valuta is passing.

CYPRUS. 





CROP REPORT FOR JUNE. 


A good wheat harvest, as foreshadowed, is now practically 
assured, reports the Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in 
London. Barley is above the average in quality and quan- 
tity. Harvesting of oats is still in progress; the crop is 
poor both in grain and straw. New crop potatoes are 
rather poor, and tubers are undersized as compared with 
last year. Considerable quantities are being exported to 
Greece, Palestine, Egypt and Syria, and shipments in the 
first fortnight of June amounted to 1,050 tons. Conditions 
continue favourable to cotton growth, and an increase in 
yield may be expected; export of lint continues. Carobs as 
a whole are now expected to be a slightly smaller crop than 
last year. The tobacco crop is expected to be good; har- 
vesting of the leaves has commenced. Cumin is a very good 
crop, and aniseed plants have flowered satisfactorily. 
Prospects of the 1929 olive crop are promising. A very 
satisfactory crop of grapes is expected, though heavy rains 
and hail have caused a good deal of damage in some parts 
of Pitsillia. There are no sweet red or dry white wines on 
the market. : 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Director of Agriculture, Accra, has cabled to the 
Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence Bureau in 
London that the current minor cocoa crop is almost har- 
vested. Growers state that the crop is smaller than last 
year, and in Ashanti very small; preparation has been 
difficult owing to excessive rains ‘affecting quality. The 
next major crop promises to be early and good if weather 
conditions are favourable; but flowers have been damaged 
owing to excessive rains.

UNITED KINGDOM—GREECE. 


ARRANGEMENT REGARDING CERTIFICATES 
OF ORIGIN. 


An exchange of Notes between this country and Greece 
regarding certificates of origin was signed on 2Ist June 
and took effect on 5th July. The Greek Government under- 
take on condition of reciprocity that certificates of origin 
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relating to goods the manufacture or produce of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland or India exported to Greece 
shall not, save in exceptional circumstances, require 
Consular endorsement. The same is to apply to goods 
manufactured or produced in any British colony, pro- 
tectorate or mandated area to which the provisions of the 
Anglo-Greek Commercial Treaty of 1926 have been applied. 
Where, however, in exceptional circumstances Consular 
endorsement is required, as, for example, where the certifi- 
cate is issued not by a Chamber of Commerce but by the 
manufacturer or exporter of the goods, the fee charged for 
endorsement is not to exceed 3s. 

It is also agreed that, in the case of goods transhipped 
to Greece from a third country via the United Kingdom, 
the certificates of origin are to be issued by either the 
London or Manchester Chambers of Commerce. In the 
case of transhipped goods manufactured or produced in 
any British colony, protectorate or mandated area to which 
the provisions of the Anglo-Greek Commercial Treaty of 
1926 have been applied, no Consular endorsement of the 
certificates relating to them is to be required. In the 
case of all other goods, Consular endorsement may be re- 
quired, but the fee charged for such endorsement is, as 
above, not to exceed 3s. 

The Arrangement may be terminated by either Party at 
three months’ notice.

CHILE—NORWAY. 


CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION. 


The ratifications were exchanged on 9th July, 1928, of 
the Convention of Commerce and Navigation concluded at 
Qslo on 9th February, 1927, between Chile and Norway. 
The Convention, which entered into force immediately 
after the exchange of ratifications, is binding for a period 
of five years, and if not denounced by that time will remain 
in force for a further period of five years, and so on until 
it is denounced by either Party at twelve months’ notice. 

The Convention provides that subjects, products and 
merchandise (including merchandise in transit), and the 
shipping of each of the Contracting Parties shall enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment in all respects in the terri- 
tories of the other. Coasting trade is excluded from the 
provisions of the agreement. 

Companies duly constituted in accordance with the laws 
of either Party, and permitted to carry on business in the 
territories of the other Party, will enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment therein. 

The stipulations of the Convention do not apply to 
special favours which Norway may accord to adjacent 
States, or to favours which Chile has accorded or may 
accord to Latin-American countries. 

The Convention does not apply to Spitzbergen. 

An additional Protocol provides for the acceptance for 
Chilean Public Works of Norwegian cement under the 
same conditions as are, or may be, accorded for cement 
the produce of any other country; for the recognition by 
the Chilean Government of the Norwegian ‘“‘ Veritas’’ 
Bureau’s classification; and for the same Customs treat- 
ment of Norwegian brisling packed in oil or tomato as is 
accorded to sardines. 

[In the Protocol the Norwegian Government agrees to 
grant to Chilean wines treatment equally favourable with 
that accorded now or in future to the wines of any other 
country and recognisés that the designation ‘‘ Vinos 
Chilenos ’’ belongs exclusively to wines produced in Chile; 
and it further undertakes to prohibit the importation and 
sale of wines falsely so marked. 

The Norwegian Government declares that it regards with 
great interest the establishment of regular shipping lines 
between Chile and Norway. 





HUNGARY—ITALY. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Hungary 
and Italy was signed at Rome on 4th July, 1928, and came 
into force on Ist June, 1929. The Treaty is concluded for 
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three years, after which it is subject to denunciation at six 
months’ notice. | 

Under the Treaty national treatment is accorded in the 
following matters :—the acquisition, possession and disposal 
of property; taxation; internal dues; railway transport; 
and navigation. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded as regards 
commercial travellers and their samples; companies (com- 
mercial, industrial, financial, trading, transport and in- 
surance); import and export duties; and Customs formali- 
ties. 

The usual provisions for exemption from military service 
and military requisitions are included. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment are 
accorded as regards residence, establishment and the 
carrying on of commerce. ; 

Hungarian goods are accorded most-favoured-nation 
treatment on importation into Italy and Italian colonies 
and possessions, but cannot claim the preferential treat- 
ment that Italy and Italian colonies and _ possessions 
grant to each other’s goods. Italian goods and goods from 
Italian colonies and possessions are accorded most-favoured- 
nation treatment on importation into Hungary. 

Customs matters are to be regulated in accordance with 
the International Convention for the Simplification of 
Customs Formalities, signed at Geneva on 3rd November, 
1923, and transit matters in accordance with the Conven- 
tion and Statute on Freedom of Transit, signed at 
Barcelona on 20th April, 1921. | 

Import, export and transit prohibitions and restrictions 
will not be imposed save in certain exceptional cases, and 
then they are to be applicable to all other countries where 
the same conditions prevail. 

Exception to the most-favoured-nation provisions of ti. 
Treaty is made in the case of the following privileges o1 
benefits : — 

(1) Those granted to neighbouring States to facilitate 
frontier traffic; 
(2) Those granted in virtue of a Customs Union. 

The coasting trade is reserved to the national flag.

CANADA. 


IMPORT, ETC., OF JAMS, JELLIES AND 
MARMALADES. 

The ‘‘ Canada Gazette ’’ for 8th June contains an Order 
in Council dated 29th May which amends the regulations 
governing the inspection of preserved fruits and vegetables, 
as established by Order in Council of 11th December, 1928, 
(see the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 14th February, 1929, 
page 237). 

Particulars are given in the amended regulations of 
the standard containers (tin, glass, or stone) for jams, 
jellies, and marmalades manufactured in or imported into 
Canada, and regulations are laid down as to their labelling 
(with particulars of weight, etc.). Goods packed in con- 
tainers of sizes other than those provided by the regulations 
are prohibited to be imported, manufactured, sold, etc., as 
from 1st July, but such containers which manufacturers or 
packers may have in stock or under contract previous to the 
passing of the new regulations, may be offered for sale until 
30th September, 1930, if a statement of net weight, and the 
words ‘‘ not a standard container ”’ are printed on the label 
or sticker attached to the container.

GOLD COAST. 


DRAWBACK ON RE-EXPORTED PETROLEUM 
PRODUCTS. 


The ‘‘ Gold Coast Gazette ’’ of 15th June contains copy 
of Regulations made by the Governor in Council on 10th 
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June, cited as the Customs Tariff Amendment Regulations, 
1929, providing for the payment of a drawback of 95 per 
cent. of the import duty paid upon any article being a 
product of petroleum and imported in bulk on the re- 
exportation thereof whether in bulk or otherwise, subject 
to the following conditions :— 


(1) No drawback shall be allowed upon the re-exportation 
of any such article :— 


(a) Where the amount of such drawback would be 
less than the sum of £2; or 


(b) shipped as stores. 


(2) No drawback shall bé allowed on any such article 
which in the view of the Comptroller is re-exported 
with a view to re-importation. Provided that 
should any article be re-exported for drawback 
and subsequently be re-imported, the importer 
shall pay the rate of duty in force at the date of 
re-export or re-importation or at any _ inter- 
mediate time, whichever is the highest rate. 


(3) No drawback allowed upon the re-exportation of 
any such article shall be paid unless claimed 
within one year from the date of such re-exporta- 
tion. 


(4) No drawback shall be paid upon the re-exportation 
of any such article exported overland or in any 
vessel of less than fifteen tons registered tonnage. 





JAMAICA. 


IMPORTATION OF PLANTS AND 
AGRICULTURAL TOOLS. 


An Order made by the Governor of Jamaica on 4th June 
provides that plants imported into Jamaica from the United 
Kingdom may be entered through the port of Kingston only, 
and must undergo fumigation according to the procedure 
laid down in the Order. Plants or agricultural tools or 
implements of labour coming from any country other than 
the United Kingdom, and of all used agricultural tools and 
implements and labour coming from any country whatever, 
may also only be imported, through the port of Kingston, 
and only under permit granted by the Director of Agricul- 


ture, and they shall be subject to such disinfection or fumi- . 


gation as may be considered necessary. Consignments which 
are considered dangerous or calculated to introduce or 
spread plant disease may be destroyed without compensation.

NEW ZEALAND. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Particulars are given below of some recent decisions of 
the New Zealand Customs Department with regard to the 
classification of various articles under the New Zealand 
Customs Tariff :— 


Tron and steel angles, bars, or channels, slotted, i.e., having 
a series of oblong or similar holes punched throughout their 
length, but not otherwise wrought—are classed under 
Tariff No. 448 (“articles and materials, suited for and to 
be used solely in the fabrication or repair of goods within 
New Zealand)—duty-free under the British Preferential 
Tariff; 20 per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff. 


Fruit-grading machines (including inspection conveyors or 
elevators specially suited for use therewith) suitable for 
use on orchards—are classed under Tariff No. 333 (2) as 
. agricultural machinery, not elsewhere included ’’—duty- 
ree. 


The following are classed under No. 352 as ‘“ machinery, 
engines, etc., peculiar to use in manufacturing, industrial and 
similar processes—duty-free under the British Preferential 
Tariff; 20 per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff :— 


Upper-shaping machine used in  boot-making, including 
accessories peculiar to use therewith, specially suited for 
shaping and smoothing the backs of shoe uppers. 


Cloth-strip pressers,. or machines with heated rollers for 
pressing strips of cloth into shapes before sewing.

Fuel ‘“‘ pumps” or injectors specially suited for use with 
‘** Diesel’ and similar oil-engines.

(NotE.—Accessories—e.g., brushes, chemicals, and spare 
heating elements, if imported, are to be separately classified 
under their appropriate Tariff items. ) 


Glove-finishing machines (suited for use in laundries) for 
drying and stretching gloves. 


Press, hand, specially suited for use in making torch batteries.

SAMOA. 


COPRA EXPORT DUTY. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 18th April, 1929, cited as the 
Samoa Customs Consolidation Amendment Order, 1929, in- 
creases the rate of export duty on copra from £1 to £1 10s. 
per ton. 


The increased duty was operative as from 6th May, 1929. 





FOREIGN. 


ALBANIA. 


OIL MONOPOLY. 


H.M. Representative at Durazzo has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Law dated 17th April, introducing the State Oil 
Monopoly in Albania, together with translation of the 
more important sections of the regulations under the Law. 
The right of importing into Albania the following products 
is reserved to the State, viz.: Refined and unrefined 
mineral oil, natural and synthetic benzine, benzole, benzene, 
naphtha, gasoline, mazout, and preparations made from 
oil, with the exception of those used by pharmacists; also 
calcium carbide and liquid acetylene.

DENMARK. 


MARKING OF FURNITURE, HINGES AND 
BOLTS. 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen has forwarded translation of 
two Notices recently issued by the Danish Ministry for 
Trade and Industry, and effective as from Ist September, 
which require the following articles to be marked with the 
place of origin before being sold or offered for sale in 
Denmark :— 


Foreign furniture and furniture frames must bear the 
indication ‘** Tilvirket i Udlandet,’’ and furniture finished 
in Denmark in which foreign frames have been used. 
must bear the indication ‘‘ Stellen udenlandsk,”’ unless 
the country of origin is already clearly evident from the 
goods themselves. The marking must be made in black 
lettering at least 1 cm. high and 2 mm. thick, printed on 
a white plate affixed to the article in a conspicuous 
position. 


Foreign iron hinges (including Bach flaps), door bolts 
and push bolts, all for builders’ use, must bear the indica- 
tion ‘‘ Fabrikeret i,’’ followed by the name of the country, 
unless sold unpacked or unless the country of origin is 
already clearly evident from the goods themselves or 
their packing. The marking must be made in lettering 
at least 6 mm. high and 1 mm. thick on a label pasted to 
the packing of the goods. The country where hoop- 
iron, sheet iron, or bar iron has been manufactured into 
the articles specified, is taken as the country of origin, 
even though one of the processes of manufacture has 
been carried out in Denmark.

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN MATERIAL 
FROM GERMANY.

GERMANY. 





CUSTOMS DUTY ON TURKEYS. 


As a result of the coming into force, on 15th June, of the 
Agreement, signed on 19th October, 1928, between Germany 
and the Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom (additional to the 
Commercial Treaty between the two countries of 6th Octo- 
ber, 1927), the German Customs duty on turkeys, dead, even 
cut up, not prepared (ex Tariff No. 110) imported from 
countries entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Germany has been reduced to 20 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 
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GUATEMALA. 





NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ Journal” of 13th 
June (p. 737) regarding the draft of a new Customs Tariff 
for Guatemala, the Board of Trade have now received 
copy of the Tariff as approved by the Guatemalan Legis- 
lature and published in ‘‘ El] Guatemalteco-Diario Oficial ” 
on the Ist June. A copy of the Tariff, which is to be 
applied to all goods which had not been cleared before 
Ist July, may be seen at, or particulars as to the rates 
of duty on any particular goods or classes of goods may be 
obtained from, the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, 8.W.1. 


The provisions governing the enforcement of the Tariff 
deal also with the question of Consular Fees. The fee for 
legalising Consular invoices has hitherto been 8 per cent. 
ad valorem, of which 2 per cent. (in the case of freight con- 
signments) or 4 per cent. (in the case of postal consign- 
ments) has been collected by Guatemalan Consuls in the 
exporting country, the remaining 6 per cent. and 4 per 
cent. being paid by the importer in Guatemala. In future, 
Consuls in the country of export are to charge a fee of 2 per 
cent. ad valorem for the legalisation of invoices for all 
classes of imports, by whatever route they are despatched ; 
this fee covering the legalisation of any other documents 
connected with importation. Importers will still be 
required to pay the proportion of the Consular fees fixed 
by existing legislation in respect of bonded State debts, but 
they may set off the amount so paid against the import 
duties proper, and where the import duties are less than 
such proportion of Consular fees a refund of the difference 
may be obtained from the Customs. In effect this means 
that the proportion of the Consular fees payable by the 
importer is now included in the Customs import duty. 





ITALY. 





IMPORT DUTY ON ANIMAL FATS 
INCREASED. 

By a Royal Decree Law dated 17th June and published 
in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 26th June, the 
import duty on alimentary animal fats (Tariff No. 1374) 
is increased, as from 26th June, from 15 to 30 gold lire 
per 100 kilogs. 





NETHERLANDS. 





MARKING OF EGGS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, with a view to preventing the ship- 
ment to the United Kingdom of foreign eggs as Dutch 
produce, an Act has been passed prohibiting the importa- 
tion into the Netherlands of chicken’s and ducks’ eggs 
unless they are marked in indelible ink, in lettering at 
least 2 mm. high, with the name of the country of origin. 
The prohibition does not apply to eggs in transit, provided 
that the packing, which must not be opened or changed, is 
marked by the Netherlands Customs or Excise officials. 





PERSIA. 





IMPORTATION OF ARTIFICIAL SILK 
THREAD. 


H.M. Minister at Teheran reports the issue of a Decree 
of the Persian Council of Ministers annulling the embargo 
on the importation of artificial silk thread which was 
authorised by a Decree of March, 1928. 





NORWAY. 





TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has now forwarded copy and 
translation of a Norwegian Royal Proclamation of 20th 
June which contains the amendments of the Tariff which 
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were adopted by the Storting on 18th and 19th June and 
came into effect on 20th June. The Tariff amendments are 
as shown in the notice under the above heading in the

SWEDEN. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON SOLVENTS. 


A Royal Decree, dated 24th May, and effective from 
31st May, amends Tariff No. 12264, which formerly provided 
for a duty of 30 dre per kilog. on adronal, butyl and methy! 
acetates, to read as follows : — 


Solvents intended for enamels, consisting of esters 
with an admixture of other organic liquids, such as 
benzine, benzol, acetone methanol (methyl alcohol) or 
the like; also methyl acetate, butyl acetate, adronal 
acetate (cyclohexanolacetate), ethyl lactate (lactic- 
ethylester), butyl lactate, diethylphthlate, dimethyl- 
phthlate, dibutyl- and diisobutylphthalates, gylcol- 
ethylester, methylglycol (glycolmonomethylester), 
ethylglycol, methylglycol acetate, ethylglycol acetate, 
glycolmonoacetate and glycoldiacetate with or with- 
out admixture as mentioned above—30 ore per kilog.

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of Venezuela for Ist June contains 
a Decree of the same date, which modifies certain sections 
of the Venezuelan Customs Tariff. 


Stearine and stearic acid. 
Tariff No. 64 now reads :— 


Stearine solidifying at not less than 54 deg. C., soluble 
in aleohol—Class 3 (duty, 25 cts. per kilog.).

The item “ stearic acid ”’ in Tariff No. 487 now reads :—

in aleohol—duty unchanged (25 cts. per kilog.). 


Tinplate, ete. 
Tariff No. 260 now reads :— 


Steel, iron and tinplate in articles for domestic use, 
with or without a coating of earthenware, even if coppered, 
polished, bronzed, tinned, galvanised or nickelled—duty 
unchanged (25 cts. per kilog.).

APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES IN JUNE. 


The following statement relating to applications for 
licences under the Dyestuffs (Import Regulation) Act, 1920, 
made during June, has been furnished to the Board of 
Trade by the Dyestuffs Advisory Licensing Committee :— 

The total number of applications received during the 
month was 625, of which 509 were from merchants or im- 





porters. To these should be added 8 cases outstanding on 
31st May, making a total for the month of 633. These were

FACILITIES OFFERED TO BRITISH TRADES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire.

following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES.
